PAPER OUTPUT SPECIALIZED 


The manufacture of paper in 
large quantities, at prices that will 
permit publishers to serve enor- 
mous circulations with bulky news- 


papers at a low price, must be 
produced by a specialized and effi- 
cient manufacturing organization. 
Even Henry Ford's standardized 
methods of production do not ex- 
cel the efficiency of straight line 
production methods employed in 
the wood pulp paper industry. 
Prehistoric man reported events 
with pictorial characters, Jaborious- 
ly drawn on the inner of 
trees with charred sticks. Modern 
man uses essentially the same ma- 
terials in the manufacture of news- 
papers. Paper making, however, 
was considered as a fine art for 
centuries, and only limited quan- 
tities were produced until com- 
paratively recent times. Even in 
1880, the per capita consumption 
of news print in the United States 
Was only three pounds, but this 
nad increased to fifty pounds last 
The paper and pulp industry to- 
day represents a capital invest- 


and these are in turn crushed and 
ground into pulp by huge stone- 
grinders. In making this “me- 


chanical pulp,” however, the wood 


fibers are crushed and torn. If 
such pulp were used alone in the’ 
manufacture of news print, the re- 
strength requ of mews pr.nt, 
which must witheand the strain 
imposed by high-speed newspaper 


presses. 
To correct this deficiency, 4 
chemical pulp or’ “sulphite pulp,” 
the manufacture of which involves 
a costly process, but which pre- 
serves the whole wood fiber, is 


made by soaking wood chips in an 


sulphite pulp, 
gether with water, form a thin, 
milky-white fluid. Such fllers as 
clay and any necessary celoring 
matter and sizing are added and 
the resulting mixture then is car- 
ried by capillary action from one 
roller to another, thus losing some 
of its watery content until it be-
